Claim 12: line 6: delete "not as racemic mixture" and insert thereof -in 
enantiomeric excess-. 

Claim 14: line 7: delete "not as racemic mixture" and insert thereof -in 
enantiomeric excess-. 

Claim 15: line 3: insert after consisting of: -adhesives, printing inks, detergents 
and cleaning applications, paper and paperboard applications, textile, leather and 
carpet applications, construction compounds, pigment compositions, mining 
compounds, cosmetics, and coating compositions-. 

Claim 15: delete lines 4 through 13.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The instant claims are neither taught nor suggested by prior art. There are no 
teachings or suggestions of a rheology modification agent and its applications wherein 
said rheology modification agent is obtained by reacting one or more polyisocyanates 
with optically active carbon-substituted methylamines of formula (I) in enantiomeric 
excess or by reacting one or more reacting one or more polyamines with optically active 
monoisocyanates of formula (II) in enantiomeric excess as claimed. 

The pertinent art includes Kurosaki (JP 2000-226442) which teaches a urea 
compound produced by reacting polyisocyanate with methylamines. However, Kurosaki 
fails to teach the optical activity as well as enantiomeric excess of optically active 
methylamines or monoisocyanates.
